Grant’s Charges Against Hancock 


° Proved to be False. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Octover 7. — The World pubilisn- 
es extracts from the official records of the cor- 
respondence between General Grant and Gen- 
eral Hancock, concerning the conduct of Gen- 
eral Hancock during his uitministration in 
New Orleans, showing that in removing the 
New Orleans aidermen he had followed an 
order before issued by General Sheridan and a 
precedent set by General Mower in removing 
the council of Jefferson City in 1857. The ex- 
tracts further show that the point atissue was 
not, as claimed by Gen. Grant, the 1emoval of 
certain State Commissioners appointed by Gen. 
Sheridan, but the removal of a number 
of New Orleans Aldermen for disobeying 


orders issued by Gen. Sheridan. This attack, 
like the former attack during the campuigu, 
seems likely to react in Gen. Huncock’s favor 
and win him newfriends and supporters. It 
may be «added that the telegrains 
aggiegate about nine hundred words, 
Gen. Grunt's recollection was that those 
of February 9 and 11, six hundred wordss cost 
the Government 8400. ‘The present Govern 

ment rute is three cents per word. I 1868 it 
was higher, but even at double that rate the 
cost of six hundred words would not have been 
over $36.

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Convention Held To-Day at Tivoli 
Hall,

Scenes at the Rag Baby“ 
Meeting. 


Although it was very generally announced 
that the Convention of the Greenback-Labor 
party ot St. Louis was to be held this morning 
at 10 o'clock in the Tivoli Hotel, at that hour 
there was not a soul, with the 
exception of the writer, within the hall. 
Shortly after that hour the celegates who 
were elected at the primaries last evening 
commenced to drop in, and when the pro- 


ceedings were opened there was a very fair 
representation from the various sections of 
the city. The conveniion comprised delegates 
from each district and wardin the city, and 
wescalledforthe purpose of nominating a 
full city ticket in addition to the nomination 
of men H ers of Congress from the First, Second 
and Third Districts. The Central Com- 
miitee, of which James Barnidge is cbair- 
man, held a quiet and exclusive session prior 
to the opening of the convention, in one cor- 
ner of the hall. These proceedings were char- 
acterized with the most profound secrecy, and 
it was nextto impossible to make any member 
of this august body divulge anything connect- 
ed with their deliberations. After the 
lapse of about halt an hour, 
however, it was ascertained that they were ar- 
ranging the slate tor the organization of. the 
convention. This mysterious conclave pro- 
longed its discussions until patience had al- 
most become a virtue with the delegates and 
the newspaper scribes. When one of the 
delegates was spoken to in reference to ths 
delay, he enthusiasticaliy burst forth 
in this forcnsic strain: We are the 
party of the people, and our nominations are 
not cut and dried.

Quite a time was 
occupied in discussing the report, after which 
Jon motion it was ununimously adepied., No 
Gele gates having piésented themselves from 
the twenty-second and Twenty eighth Wards, 
proxies were offered and quite a disenssionen- 
snedinrelationtothe udmission of them to 
take part inthe proceedings ot the convention. 
A vote being taken the proxies were declared 
eligible. The committee on organization was 
nextcalledontsand through their chairman, Mr. 
George M. Jackson, reported as permanent 
cflicers of the convention. Thos. Mockler, l’ies- 
ident; James Barnidge, Vice-President; A. F. 
Porter, Secretary, and FrankJ. Brunhold, As- 
sistant Secretary. Mr. Porter emphatically 
resigned the position whieh he had held tem- 
poratriiv, andtowhich he was nominsted by 
the nominating committee. 

On motion Mr. H. E. Bryan was nominated 
for permanent secretary and unanimously 
ejected. Attached to the report was the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That the Convention put in nom- 
ination a straight Greenback Labor ticket, and 
that it does not indorse any nominee of either 
or any of the old parties.“ 

The report after a brief discussion 
wus edupted. The resclution Was 
airendéd so as to include after the Green- 
beck Labor party, the ‘‘Socialistic’’ party. 
The amendment was carried unanimously. 

All the wards were called and no nomination 
for the Circuit Judgeship was made. A motion 
was then made to the effect that at this time 
it was deemed inexpedient to make a nom- 
ination ior that position at present. The mo- 
tion was carried. 

Wben the convention 
announced by the 
nominations for the office of Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney would be received. The 
rollof the wards was called bythe seeretary 
and, noone being offered for that office, the 
chairman ordered his amanuensis to proceed 
with the programme asdecided upon. On 
motion it was decided to make 
no nominations for the Probate 
Judgeship or the office of Public Administra- 
tor. Mr. George Sporer of the First Ward 
then nominated the present incum- 
bent, Dr. Hugo Auler, for the office 
of Coroner. After the roll of the wards had 
been called Loucks, of the Tenth Ward, in a 
very strong speech, opposed the 
nomination 01 Dr. Auler, who was 
a Republican. They had met together 
and passed a resolution agreeing to nominate 
a struight Greenback Labor ticket, altogether 
ignoring the other parties. Dr. Auler was 
not a, member of the party and 
he moved that they make no nominations for 
the oflice of Coroner. Pending the decision of 
this motion a discussion took place as to the 
Doctors eligibility.

How John Slater Repaid His Em- 
ployer’s Confidence.

A $4,000 Robbery at the Western Hotel 
Last Night. 


A very unpleasant surprise awaited the 
guests of the Western Hotel, corner Broadway 
and Carr, this morning, as they came dowa 
stairs—a surprise in no way calculated to in- 
crease their digestive tacilities—the news, 
namely, that the safe of the hotel had been 
robbed during the night, and that not 
alone had the money belonging 
to the proprietor been stolen, 


but the valuables and cash of such guests as 
had preferred the security ot the office to the 
insecurity of their rooms. 

Ramer at first put the amount of the robberyv 
at $10,000, but this sum was rapidly decreased 
until it is belieued that about $4,000 has really 
gone glimmering. 

When the news first spread through the 
hotel there was for a time the wildest con- 
jusion among the guests. They assembled in 
the office and demanded, angrily, an explana 
tion from the proprietor. Those who had 
checks flourished them in the face of the clerk 
and demanded their money at once. The 
crowd in the office was soon reintorced by a 
miscellaneous assortment of gentle - 
men at large, who came with 
R general purpose of having some 
fun and seeing what was going on. When Me. 
M. C. Irish, the proprietor of the hotel, ap- 
peared, he was greeted with a storm of ques- 
tions and reproaches, but his assurances that 
everybody would get everything belonging to 
them restored a measured quiet to the throng. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter went up to the 
hotel this morning and found Mr. Daly, the 
clerk, behind the desk. and soon drew from him 
ali he knew about the affair. We have been 
baving aman here named John Slater, asa 
soit of porter. Our night clerk left 
some time since and Mr. Irish 
Jet Slater keep part of the late watch. He was 
never trusted alone with the safe unlocked, 
bowever, the combination being known only 
to Mr. Irish and myself. Last night, however, 
he found bis chance. Mr. Irish had been up 
without sleep tor two nights, and ho went out 
of the office to take a little nap, for- 
getting to turn on the combination, 
us his notice was not called to the necessity ot 
locking up, there being several people in the 
oftice besides Slater. I came down this morn- 
ing about 4:30 o’clock and the porter told me 
that he had not noticed John about. He (the 
porter) got doun about 4 o’clock. And I 
think that looks bad said he pointing 
to the safe standing ajir. ‘‘I sprang to the safe 
at once and sawthsetthere was scarcely any- 
thing in it. I j rked open the money drawer 
in the desk anu saw that there was 27 init. 
Ithen ran up stairsand woke Mr. Irish, and 
told him my suspicions. ‘Good God!’ said he,“ 
forgot to lock the sate and I am ruined.’ I then 
came down and the guests began coming in. I 
pacified them us well as I could till Mr. Irish 
uppeured, and he quieted them down.“ 

Well, will everything be paid back to the 
guests:’’ 

Me will do the very best we can.“ 

THE LOSSES. 

No accurate estimate can be made ofthe loss- 
es until all the guests have been heard from, 
— of them being cut at the Fair with their 
ckecksin their pockets. 

Mr. Burton seems to have lost the most 
money. He puta package in the safe yester- 
day containing 21,700 which he had just 
drawn out tromthe bank. It consisted ot a 
thousand dollar bill, a five hundred dollar bill 
andtwoone hundred dollarbills. Thenum- 
bers of these bills are known and will be tele- 
giaphed. 

Mr. Irish, the owner of the hotel, lost $1,600 
in bills. 

Mr. Weeks lost $300, and a German geutle- 
man, Who declined to give his name, mourns

There were alarge number ot guests who have 
lost amounts varying from 530 to $50. Three 
gold and two silver watches are also among 
the thingsthat were. Altogether the losses 
will range between $3,000 and $4.000, coming 
—2 more closely to the latter figure than the 
first. 

John Slater, the man to whom the evidence all 
points as the thief, has already served aterm 
in the Joliet Penitentiary. Itshould bean easy 
taskto pick the dear departed up. He is 
ee in the right side, and has a decided 
valtin his right leg. He bus africk of watch- 
ing out of the corners of his eyes, 
und has strongiy marked brunette teatures. 
His bair is curly and black; his mustache and 
chin-whiskers are dyed black also. 

At the time os bis first arrest Slater made a 
desperate resistance, and no doubt he will 
show equal game upon the present sad oc- 
casion. 

There has been as yet absolutely no clew 
found as to his whereabouts, but 
the detectives and the police are hunting 
for him sedulously. If he is nottaken within 
avery short time he will probably make a 
prolonged stay away from his mourning St. 
Louis friends.

Scenes in the Amphitheater—Awards 
and Premiums—Notes. 


This is indeed Big Thursday, the biggest in 
the history of the Big Fair. Fifty’ thousand 
has been estimated as a heavy attendance en 
this day in previous years. Unless all indi- 
cations tail, the throng will to-day foot up 
75,000. By 10 o’clock there were fully 20,900 
people on the ground, and the stream of visit- 
ors passing through the twelve entrances 13 
absolutely dense. Every street ear on the 
seven lines hasbeen packed with [humanity 
since early this morning. The suspension of 
business must be general, as the city folks 
came out this morning instead of delaying un- 


ternoon. At noon tae crowd had swelled 
8 au dor thousand, and still there seemed 
to be no abutement in the influx of visitors. 
The country peop e are present in force al- 
most as strong as vesterday. Outside of the 
Fair Grounds the scene is very animated.

other catch-penny devices, have taken posses- 
sion of the prairie east of the Fair Grounds 
and ure doing an enormous business. Inside 
the booths are doing an enormous business. 
The faces of the venders are wreathed in 
smiles. Never before was there 
euch a prosperous Fair. Yesterduy the te- 
ceipts nt the gates renched 520.000. and this, 
taken with the railroad coupons, show the 
attendanceto have -xc+reded 40,000 The 
secretary says that the atrendancs every day 
this year has exceeded that of corresponding 
daysof last yexr. Much of this success is due 
to the magnificent weather; wore to the pros- 
perity of the people.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Two Boys Killed on ihe Iron Mountain 
Track This Murning. 


Oo boys, Corny Bechman and Charley 
Eckert, the first sixteen and the seo, 
ond fitteen years old, were on 
the Iron Mountain railrcad track 
near Lemp’s ice-house at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing. They left the track upon which they were 


walking to avoid a passenger train coming 
north, not noticing that a freigut 
train was upon them. 
In a were knocked 
down andthe wheels were grinding over them. 
As soon as they were recovered they were 
conveyed. to a house on Keokuk street, 
pear Missour avenue, where Drs. Lutz, 
Schade and several others examined 
the injured boys. Both of Eckert’s legs were 
crpehed off near the hips. Bechman had both 
arms mangled and his lower jaw crushed. 
A hasty examination convinced the medical 
gentlemen that there was no chance for 
the recovery of either of the boys, and the 
event proved that the doctors were rich“. 
Eckert died at 11:40 a m., and 
Bechman a quarter of an hour later 
pussed way. The conductor of the train 
which kilied the boys is named Monroe Evk- 
ert: he is no relation to the dead boy, how- 
ever. He was put under arrest, but ths gen- 
eral impression is that no one was to blame. 
The Coroner will bold an inquest to-day or to- 
morrow. 


A SCRAP OF PAPER. 


The Source of the Piece That Made Sar- 
dou Famous. 
From the Beston Herald. 

Paul Lindau, the leading German dramatic 
critic, in one of bis brilliant essays on the 
French drama, among several interesting 
things about Sardou, gives an interesting ac- 
count of the source of A Scrap of Paper“ 
(Les Pattes de Mouche), the piece tha: has 
been running at the Museum the past week. 
It is little known,“ says Lindau, that Sar- 
dou, even in this piece, whose leading idea is 
universally recarded as an ingenious device 


of the dramatist, did not scorn the, use of old 


material.“ It is known, however, that Sar- 
dou is generally not backward in this respect. 
Diderot supplied Wim with the material to 
**Fernande;’’ in' Nos Intimes“ he copied an 
entire act out of a former farce; and Mile. de 
Nebra, Mirabeau’s favorite, gave him the 
impulse for Les Pattes de Mouche.’’ Since 
the source of my knowledge has not yet been 
revealed I will give it here. 

In the Revue des Deux Mondes, of June 
1, 1858, Louis de Lomenie, the encellent 
biogrupher of Beaumarchais, gives from the 
posthumous manuscripts of Mirabeau two 
very interesting memoirs of Mile. de Nehra 
about her intercourse. with the great states - 
man and orator. Amo other things she re- 
lates the following: Mirabeau while he was 
living with Mile. de Nehra had entered into a 
tender relation with another lady. ‘On ac- 
count of this lady,“ Mile de Nehra goes on to 
say, ‘I passed a quarter of an hour which I 
shall never forget in — life. Since then we 
have often laughed right heartily about it, 
but at the time I stood all that a human being 
could stand. Mirabeau bad received a very 
compromising letter from that lady; the 
bavdwriting and the seal were = promi- 
nent. The letter lay upon the table when 
the husband of the lady entered the room un- 
announced. A very animated discussion 
on political matters arose between 
him and Mirabeau, and, in the 
heat ofthe debate, he took up the letter, 
twirled it about in his tingers, folded it and 
laid it on the table again. Then Mirabeau 
took it up, and I thou bt, of course, he would 
put it into his pocket; but be did not; his 
thoughts were elsewhere. He was absorbed 
in the discussion, and thought neither of 
women nor of tender notes. So he folded the 
letter up and replaced it cold-bleodedly on 
the table whence it was taken. Then I at- 
tempted to lay bold of it. but was too late. 
The bus band had it in his hand again, aad 
twisted it into a lamplighter. In short, the 
letter wandered to and fro from the hands of 
the husband into those of the lover and from 
the hands of the lover to those of the husband, 
and this went on for about ten minutes, until 
I managed to seize it with trembling handand 
destroyed it.’ 

‘So far Mlle. Nebra. It is, if you will, the 
entire Sardou piece. But how spiritedly and 
gaily the dramatist has made use ef this mo- 
tive for the stage. Whoever can use old 
material in this way bas the right to say, with 
Moliere: ‘Itake whatever I can use, and 
wherever I can find it.“ 

In the same essay Lindau tells about Sar- 
dou’s remarkable nervousness on the even- 
ing of the first performance of one of his 
pieces. Hemet Sardou in Paris in 1861, 
while bis Les Pattes de Mouche,’’ the 
piece that made him famous, wasjin rehearsal 
at the Gymnase. He was introducedto him 
at the Cafe du Gymnase by Lesueur, the ac- 
tor. Sardou was about twenty-eight yeirs 
old atihetime. He was beardless, looked 
like a theological student, and impressed one 
as being very basbiul. He is the author of 
our new piece,’ added Lesueurto me, ‘he 
doesn’t look it. but he has the devil in him— 
you are going to be surprised!’ I was sur- 
piised already, for the young man would 
certainly never bave been suspected of carry- 
ing the devilaround with him bodiiy. I, of 
course, made allowances for the usual grain 
of salt in Lesueur's words, for IJ already knew 
tbat the judgment of actors on pieces in 
which they are engaged is substantially 
worthless, and Victorien Sardou was the 
third or fourth ‘young scribe’ with whom 
Let ueur had made me acquainted in the last 
tbree months. 

“After that I frequently met Sardou in the 
cafe; the rehearsals proceeded. With every 
day the feverish excitement of the young au- 
tbor increased, who was to appear before a 
judging public for tbe first time, and, as the 
evening of the first performance approached 
bis excitement roseto sucha degree thit [ 
must begto be excused from describing it, 
for a faitbful account would give the impres- 
sion Of a gross exaggeration. Sardou's con- 
dition was truly pitiable; it bounded on loss 
of understanding. I have never seen another 
man ina condition of such unhealthy agita - 
tion and indescribable fear as was the young 
Sardou. At the last he became almost whol- 
ly insensitble. The extraordinary applause 
which his substantially first effort had met 
with (a farcical comedy by him bad been suc- 
cessful at the smallest of tbe minor Parisiau 
theaters short lv before) bad no effect in reas- 
suring him. With a heavy and burning head 
be went to bed and drank camomile tea. I 
have heurd that he still, after a series of such 
brilliant triumphs as scarcely a second living 
Cramaltist hus been honored with, suffers with 
the obstinate stage fright, and that he has at 
last given up personal attendance at the first 
proauctions of his plays. Ille now takes to 
his bed before the beginni»g ofthe play, ana 
di inks camomile tea, while special messages 
are sent bim about the course of the perform- 
ance.’ 


A New Dramatic Star. 
New York Cor. Chicago Times. 

A good many months ago I wrote the Times 
of the approach of a new star who would be 
likely to make as much of a noise in the 
worldas Mary Anderson. She was inthe 
dim, dim distance then, but she is now about 
toarrive. Hername is Lillian Spencer, and 
she is only sixteen or seventeen years old. 
Sbe is a little thing, not much bigger than 
Lotta. But she bas a voice that was molded 
for tragedy. Her career bas been an inter- 
esting one, and the manner of her entry be- 
fore the New York publie as a star is by no 
means the least extraordinary part of it. 
Some years ago Miss Emma Schiff, a worthy 
lady addicted to tbe writing of piays, turned 
out a drama which she called ‘*Norah’s 
Vow.” This work fell into the hands of Ag- 
nes Robertson Boucicault, and was produced 
dy that estimable matron in Brighton, Eog- 
land, where itis said to have been received 
with great enthusiasm by the admiring 
populace. It was given out at the same 
time that Dion Boucicault was the autnor 
of the drama, which has never been played 
since. Upon Mrs. Boucicault’s failure to go 
on doing the piece, Miss Schiff undertook to 
get it back into her possession. She tried for 
a good while, and ip a good many ways. She 
infested lawyers’ offices with a sort of vol- 
uminous tenacity which is believed to have 
driven many of our most prominent legal 
lights to the far, far West. Spe followed up 
newspaper men with a stern persistency that

At all 
events, bis break-down here has caused a 
cancellation of all his engagements and his 
work for the season is at an end, whether 
he recovers from his prolonged debauch or 
not. It is difficult to tell whether Emmet 
is to be pitied as a victim of hereditary 
appetite for liquor or condemned asa man 
who has allowed prosperity to overwhelm 
him. Never a man of real genius, he has 
been able to turn his minstrel talents and 
his ability to amuse to great advan- 
tage, and one year ago he was as- 
suredly the most profitable star on the 
stage. Neither Booth, Salvini, Bernhardt 
nor Patti could draw to equal him, for it 
has} been said that he could crowd the 
theater every night in the year, regardless 
of season or competition. In England his 
songs and dances brought more money 
than the sublimest performances of the 
popular tragedian Irving. Wherever in 
the world the English language was 
spoken, the public took to its bosom the 
pleasing, rollicking, musical Emmet, and 
his coarseness and tendency to loaferism 
seemed rather an advantage than a det- 
Good fortune seemed to attend 
him in all his undertakings. A few years 
ago he visited Australia and opened an en- 
gagement at Melbourne. On the first 
night the Governor-General and staff oc- 
cupied a box.

Dennis Devoy, at 3102 Lucas avenue, and 
placed under the treatment of Dr. S. H.

WAS IT HYDROPHOBIA? 


A Boy Dies from a Dog’s Bite and the 
Doctors Disagree. 
From the New York Times, 5th. 


Between 4:30 and 5 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, as Mrs. Greene, wife of Henry A. 
Greene, ex-Postmaster of Jersey City, went 
down stairs to the basement of her residence, 
No. 145 Grand street, she discovered a young 
man, apparently in great agony, lying in the 
area. She went to call her husband, and the 
two recognized the sufferer as Henry L. 
Martinette, their daughter Annie’s accepted 
suitor. They carried him into the house and 
laid him on a sofa. Dr. Abercrombie was 
first summoned, and then Dr. Youlin, but 
despite their efforts Martinettg died in creat 
agony about 9 o’clock inthe morning. Both 
the physicians pronounce it an unmis- 
takable case of hydrophobia. Martinette 
was well known in the city. He was a 
member of Company F, Fourth Regiment, 
and was also connected with Hook and Lad- 
der Company No.1. He was nearly twenty- 
six years old, and had always been in the em- 
ploy of his father, who keeps a grocery store 
at the corner of Sussex and Van Vorst streets. 
The family resided over the store. Eleven 
years ago a small pet dog belonging to him 
was attacked and bitten by a rabid dog. A 
policeman endeavored to destroy both animals 
and succeeded in killing the mad dog, but only 
wounded the other. Young Martinette found 
his pet animal bleeding and covered with mud 
and dirt. He took it to the canal near his 
home to wash it, but the animal seemed ter- 
rified at the sight of the water and attempted 
to run away. Martinette tried to throw it in- 
to the water when it seized his thumb and bit 
it, causing the blood to flow. The boy ran 
home and told his parents what had happen- 
ed. They immediately took him to Dr. Head- 
den’s office, where the wound was cauterized. 
The next day the dog developed symptoms of 
rabies and was killed. Mar inette's parents 
remained in a state of alarm for some time, 
but finally their fears subsided and the bite 
was forgotten. 

On Wednesday of last week Martinette went 
with the Fourth Regiment, escorting the re- 
mains of General Torbert, to Philadelphia. 
on his return be complained of pains in his 
right am and on the right side of his neck. 
The next morning his condition had grown 
worse, but he attributed his illness to a cold 
contracted while away. On Thursday even- 
ing Martinette took to his bed, and Dr. Aber- 
crombie was summoned. The patient grew 
rapidly worse and was seized with a succes- 
sion of spasms, during which he foamed at 
the moutb, snupped his teeth violently to- 
cether, and gagged and choked. He was un- 
conscious a greater part of the time, and was 
possessed of remarkable strength. As his 
unfavorable symptoms rapidly developed, in- 
formation of his illness was sent to Miss 
Greene and her parents. They visited him 
and found him delirious and extremely vio- 
lent. Miss Greene approached and spoke to 
him, and immediately a change came over 
him. The tones of her voice seemed to have 
an influence which calmed him. ue deliri- 
um appeared to bavedeft hind suche on- 
versed quite rationally. The visitors had no 

sooner left the 100m, however, than he again 
become violent, and the attacks of spasms re- 
turned with increased fury. Martinette took 
an aversion to Dr. Abercrombie, and he had 
a delusion that he and his own parents had in 
some way formed a conspiracy to send him to 
the hospital. 

On Sunday morning Dr. Abercrombie 
pronounced the cise one of unmistakable hy- 
Gropbobia, and so informed Martinette’s 
parents. Sunday afternoon Dr. Youlin was 
called in and he agreed that the patient was 
suffering from  hvydrophobia. Yesterday 
morning at4 o’clock Martivette got out of 
bed, dressed himself and started to go down 
stairs. He had reached the hall door, when 
his parents intercepted and tried to detuin 
him. Heviolentiy broke away from them 
apd ran Gown the street. His father went 
hack te put on his ciothing, but when he 
reached the street the fugitive had disap- 
peared. It was shortlv after that time that 
Mrs. Greene found him lying in the area and 
removed him into the house. Dr. Aber- 
crombie was immediately cilled. He found 
the patient foaming at the mouth and gasping 
spasmodically. Martinette recognized the 
doctor and refused with great violen:e to let 
bim approach him. Dr. Loulin was then 
sent for, and on seeing the 
sufferer was more convinced than ever 
that it was a case of bydrophobia and 
suid he could not live more than a few hours. 
Mr. Greene was very indignant at the doctora 
for expressing their opinion in the patient’s 
hearing, but they said he could not compre- 
hend anything that was said. Mr. Greene 
denied this, and said that Martinette had 
taiked with him very rationally. Martinette 
repeatedly begged the Greenes not to allow 
him to be seni to the hospital, and hey as- 
sured bim they would not. Mr. and Mrs. 
Martinette were informed of their son's 
whereabouts, and on their arrival a eonsulta- 
ton was held. During its progress Dr. 
Abercombie remained in the room with 
Martipette, but the latter got up and drove 
him out, throwing a spittoon at him. At9 
Glock the sufferer went into violent spasms. 
fie writhed and foamed at the mouth. His 
face and neck grew black, and he went into 
a tit, in which he died. 

Drs. Abercrombie and Youlia are phrsi- 

cians Of the homeopathic school. Dr. You- 

lin said vesterday afternoon there never was 

„more clear}. detined case of hydrophobia in 

ihe world. He bad never before heard of a 

case in which the disease developed 11 years 

after the bite was given, but be bad heard of 

a case in Which the disease made its appear- 

ance after 7 years. The Doctor said that 
when he tirst saw the patient one of his com- 

plaints was of a pain in his thumb, where he 

had been bitten. During his paroxysms he 

became perfectl} furious and uncontrollable. 

Dr. Abercrombie and he determined to give 

him chloroform, but before they could admin- 

ister it he died iu aspasm. flis sufferings 
were terrible to witness. Ibelieve, added 
Dr. Youlin, **Martinette’s aversion to Dr. 
Abescrombie was due tothe fact that Aber- 
crowbie had told him be bad hydrophobia.“ 

Dr. Varick, Surgeon-General of New Jersey, 
and his son, Dr. W. W. Varick, both physi- 
clans of the old school, and positive in their 
behef that Drs. Abercrombie aud Youtin 
were wrong in their diagnosis of the case. 
Dr. W. W. Varick said: If the patient was 
told that he had bydrophobia, his death prob- 
ablv resulted as much from fright as from any 
other cause.“ 


More About the New Comet. 
From the Rochester Democrat, Oct. 3. 

The new comet discovered at Ann Arbor 
Thurscay evening, was readily found last 
evening sta little after 7 o’clock. It had 
moved since Friday evening to a point a little 
to the right and below Alpnecca of the North- 
ern Crown. The stranger was viewed last 
evening Witha three-inch telescope and a 
comet exe- piece giving forty diameters. The 
lirst view was startling. There is a very 
bright center or nucleus, while the coma 
shades off into darkness very slowly, giving a 
broad and beautiful head. As the eye be- 
comes accustomed to the brightness of the 
Head, the tail comes into view. The tail is 
quite broad where it is attached to the head, 
and gradually widens out as it sweeps away 
Into space. At some distance from the head 
it appears divided, showing two distinct 
brushes of light. The comet must have 
¥Town uright very rapidiy since discover 56 


— sis ; 

Last evening the delicate brush of light 
stretched beyond the limits of a field of view 
covering nearlytwo degrees. The tail ex- 
tends upward toward the zenith and appar- 
ently precedes the head instead of following 
it. Stil, this can not be stated with confi- 
dence, as the exact position of the comet 
with reference to the sun and earth Has not 
yet been determined, but probably will ina 
day or two. Ifthe tail is preceding the ne: 
nucleus, as appears, it is an indication that 
the comet has passed its perihelion and is re- 
ceding from the sun. This comet is by far 
the largest visible here in recent years and 
may become a very conspicuous object. Dr. 
Gould, of Cordoba, recently discovered a 
large comet in the southern hemisphere, but 
it was not visibleinthe north. The present 
visitor is an excellent object for examination 
with the spectroscope. ‘The study of comets 
with the spectroscope now offers the surest 
means of determining their real character 
and composition. The present comet bears a 
high ma:nifying power. A power of 150 di- 
ameters shows that the nucleus is greatly 
condensed, shining like a star in the center 
of the envelope, A still higher power can be 
used to advantage, showing somewhat of the 
structure of the head. 


THE OPIUM CORNER. 


Something About the Drug and the 
Great Trade. 
New York Cor. Troy Times. 


This movement took the druggists by sur- 
prise, and hence they were not a little an- 
noved. So, also, are the consumers, so many 
of whom are already taxed to a fearful de- 
gree, and hence feel deeply alarmed. Opi- 
um eaters realize that the drug is as necessary 
as life itself, and many are sacrificing most 
all other requirements in order to meet the 
relentless appetite. To suchaclass what a 
misfortune isfound in the recent advance. 
How much higher it will go is another serious 
question. One of the peculiar features in the 
present corner is the fact that it is said te 
be the work of outside parties and some 
think that Jim Keene is interested in the 
movement. When the question of the method 
of manipulation was discussed, it was re- 
marked that it would take $5,000,000 to cor- 
ner opium, to which Keene replied, It would 
take $40,000,000 to corner wheat.” This 
statement would lead one naturally to under- 
stand that Jim thought it eomparatively an 
easy matter. The druggists sav that it willbe 
more difficult for an outside clique to sustain 
this corner than for regular dealers. In acer- 
train degree this is no do"1bt true, but if the 
scartity be real the price will naturally be of 
a corresponding rate. All that Keene and his 
associates require is to master the situation. 
This is a heavy task, and will call into exer- 
cise all of Jim’s ingenuity and capital. 

THE LEADENG IMPORTER. 

For a third ofa century Eugene Dutith has 
been the principal importer of this precious 
drug, adistinction which is explained by the 
fact that he is a Turk by birth and is also the 
agent of the Porte. Dutith does not wear 
the turban and otber Oriental dress, but his 
features are decidedly ofa Turkish cast. The 
first time I ever saw him I was impressed 
with that strange countenance, the large, 
heavy eyes and massive features, which dif- 
fered from any face I had ever seen. When I 
learned, however, that this strange-looking 
man was a Turk, my surprise at his appear- 
ance abated. Dutithis now an old man and 
is said to be very rich. He has enjoved fora 
third ofa century the cream of the Levant 
trade, whose profits are immense. 

DETAILS OF TRADE. 

Opium is imported in wooden cases, each 
witb a water-tight lining of tin and contain- 
ing about 100 pounds. Itis almost invariably 
sold through the agency of brokers, whose 
commission is 25 cents on $1000—or $20na 
case. A very peculiar feature in the opium 
trade is found in the fact that it is never sold 
by sample, being in this respect different 
from all other articles of merchandise. Ina 
transaction of this kind all the details are 
previously settled, and the case is then opened 
for the inspection of the purchaser. Should 
the article prove inferior to representa- 
tiop, the purchaser may then de- 
cline. Opium is by no means profitable to 
the druggist, whether wholesale or ret ul, un- 
less a speculative advanee be obtained. Be- 
ing a leading article it is sold at a low mar- 
gin, in addition to which it may be said that 
it is subject to great shrinkage. It comes in 
lumps varying from one to five pounds, which 
are packed in dried rose leaves, as this keeps 
them from too closely adhering. The present 
opium ring is selling the article at a profit of 
$100 a case, and some think that still higher 
quotations will be reached. The leading 
druggists, most of whom have but a slight 
supply, are trying to“ bear“ the market. and 
hope to see the ring broken. The question 
now to be settled is which is the strongest, 
Jim Keere or such leading houses as McKer- 
son, Robbins & Co. and the Schiffelins.

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OLD BILLINGSGATE. 


An Hour in One of London’s Most Inter- 
esting Quarters.

Who would see Billingsgate at its busiest 
must be there by 5 o’clock in the morning,for 
at 5 o’clock, all the year round, the policeman 
permanently appointed to this post rings the 
great bell, and atthe first tone of its iron 
tongue the fron gates, river side and city 
side, are unbarred, and swinging wide open 
admit such a concourse as is not seen in any 
other city under the sun. Men in so-called 
white smocks, with head-dresses, partly felt, 
partly leather—some with leaves of leather 
hanging half way down the back, make furi- 
ous rushes from Lower Thames street to the 
river side. where they are met by fellow-la- 
borers, Who have reached there by some mys- 
terious means already, and who 
search about eogerly for work 
to do. The steamers that have been 
out for days in search of the fleet of fishing 
boats from the North Sea, and which may 
have overhauled them ciose to Heligoland, 
or nearer to, or further from, our shores, are 
moored alongside the dummies by the land- 
ing. and into each of these are lowered two 
timber gangways. up one of which elimb the 
porters with trunks, as they are indifferently 
called, ready for a fresh load. These steam- 
ers may have arrived in the river during the 
early morning, or they may have come late 
the previous afternoon; or, shouid your visit 
be fixed for Monday,they may bave becn 
there from Saturday afternoon, lying lazily in 
the suff⸗cating weather, which is not calculat- 
ed to improve the flavor of the cargo. But 
there are also ice ships about, and the knowl- 
edge of their presence lends a substantial 
cooiness to the atmosphere. 


Now the streets become noisy with the ar- 
rival of carriers’ carts from the railways whose 
systems touch the sea. or carry river fish 
fiom Scotland or from Ireland. Of course 
the Irish and Scotch salmon are the most 
highly prized, for those of the English rivers 
are not rated so highly, and the produoe of 
the Norway rivers stand at the lowest figure 
in the market. But for this class of fish the 
season is nearly, if not completely, at an end, 
for the speckled trout goes out of fashion at 
the close ofthe parliamentary session, with 
its lordly relative the silver-coated salmon. 
Cod and skate, which lie about in all direc- 
tions, are just coming in, and, while haddocks 
and plaice seem numerous enough, turbot and 
oysters are rather shy of putting io a plentifu! 
appearance. Norway lobsters are not just 
now in season, so that one visiting the market 
at present loses the sight of their sorting in 
the ‘*haddock room,’’ over the ground floor 
market, a sigbt well worthy of beholding. 


As 6 and 7 o’clock approach the business 
becomes fastand furious. The fish arriving 
by buat and rail are being rapidly sold off, 
for the most part by auction. There is but 
little time to haggle about prices; the market 
figures are tolerably welt established almost 
from the moment the gates are unbarred,and 
customers too anxious to obtain their required 
supply and to carry it off to distant parts of 
the metropolis to waste time in beating down 
for pence, for shillings, oreven for pounds 
sterling. From the steamersand the Dutch 
eel-boats, hung with cages cound the sides, 
and fitted with wells inside to keep the flsh 
alive; from the heavy barges. laden 
with shrimps, which are shoveled like grain 
into baskets, or with mud-colored flounders 
caught by and beyond Blackfriars bridge; 
from the railway vans in the narrow roadways, 
crowded with flat-fish and fresh-water fish, 
or with huge baskets running over with slimy 
eels, the porters make their way in and out of 
the market. The numerous narrow by-ways 
that radiate from the base of the tall bully 
that lifts the head and lies’’—in Latin—are 
throrged with costermongers, carts and bar- 
rows, so that for the general public these so- 
called thoroughfares are positively impassable 
up to 9 or 10 o’clock. 


As the market exists, its business is carried 
on with ali possible propriety; and, taking 
into consideration that its lowest chamber, 
which, by the way, is scarcely ever used, is ten 
feet below the level of the river, it is kept re- 
markably dry. This has to be effected, how- 
ever, by means of steam power, which keeps 
continually pumping the water out from 
under the flooring, and which would, ifallow- 
ed to rise, flood the building in thirty-six 
hours. Strange to say, too, this drainage 1s 
not water from the river, for it is perfectly 
pure and tasteless, but is supposed to perco- 
late through the earth from tne coalexchange 
opposite, where it is said the Romans of old 
had established spring baths.

HUNTING THE WALRUS. 


A New Fteld of Adventure and Profit 
inthe Arctic. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The little schooner San Diego, Capt. Cath - 
cart, arrived in port on Tuesday, on a five 
months’ cruise, in pursuit of walrus among 
the islands of Behring's sea. The ivory and 


oil of these huge hyperboreans are utilized’ 


for various manufacturing purposes, but the 
market ‘heretofore has been supplied by 
whalers, who, when whales were scarce,eked 
out a cargo with the product of the walrus. 
To the usual articles of ivory and oil, the San 
Diego has added the hides of these immense 
animals. Ifthey can be extensively used, 
walrus hunting must speedily become a suc- 
cessful enterprise. The San Diego, being on- 
ly thirty-two tons burden, is much too small a 
vessel for other than private adventure. Her 
crew, composed of hardy, resolute men, 
bave. however, returned from their 
cruise with a remunerative cargo 
and a number of white and cianamon 
bear skins attest that their labors have not 
been without incident. In a conversation 
with James Morrison, the intelligent mate, 
be informed a Chronicle reporter that walrus 
abound in immense numbers among the 
islands of Bekring’s Sea. Like the seal, they 
clamber up the rocks and beaches, and, hud- 
dling closely, sleep for days without move- 
ment. In this condition they can be readily 
approacked, and, by skillful marksmen, shot 
at will. The crew of the San Diego shot 700 
in one shoal on the beach of Hall’s Island be- 
fore the myrisds composing it took to the 
water for safety. Many of them weighed over 
3,060 pounds. Owing to a violent storm, but 
200 of this number were secured. Near Cape 
Upright and the southeastern end of St. Mat- 
tbew’s Island eighty-one were shot; and an- 
otber storm occurring, during which both 
anchors were lost, obliged the return of the 
vessel before the cruise was completed. Here- 
tofore the method of capturing walrus has 
been with the barpoon. The alarm which 
this method occasivned soon rendered it im- 
practicable. The plan adopted by the crew 
of the San Diego was for each man, armed 
with a Winchester or Sharps rifle, to ap- 
proach the sleeping animals cautiously and 
shoot at the particular portion of the skull 
covering the brain. 

Any failure to penetrate the brain does not 
kill. The front of the head is impervious to 
a bullet, and the neck is so well protected by 
the blubber thata ball produces no other 
effect than to alarm and excite the animal, 
and thus cause the entire shoal to take to the 
water. Every shot must kill instantly, with- 
out producing any commotion, or the game 
disappears. The walrus is very stupid un- 
less disturbed, when it fights with great 
power. Throwing its immense head back so 
as to elevate the tusks to a horizontal posi- 
tion, itsprings forward, and by a rapid move 
of the head is enabled te strike with un- 
erring aim any object within three or four 
feet. Woe to the man or animal within that 
limit. He is transfixed in a moment. Fights 
among the males are frequent and territix, 
often terminating in the death of one or both. 
Few females are found in Bebriog’s Sea dur- 
ing the summer months, the theory among 
hunters being tbat they pass this season with 
their young inthe Arcticand appear below 
the straights late in the fall and winter. Un- 
like the seal, they have a habit of sleeping in 
the water, with the head partially exposed. 

The ivory of the walrus selis readily for 
forty-five or fifty cents per pound. Billiard 
balis, cane-heads, and all ivory articles of 
similar size are made of it here, but the 
largest part of itissent to China and used 
extensively in the manufacture of Chinese 
ornaments. The oilis equal in quality to 
whale oil, commands the same price and is 
used for the same purposes. The hides are 
from oae and a half to two inches inthickness. 
When tanned they furnish a superior article 
of belting for heavy machinery, and are un- 
surpossed for polishing silver plate. White 
bears are numerous in Behring’s Sea, aad the 
crew of the San Diego obtained the skins of 
seven or eight that they shot on 
the island. They also killed a 
number of large cinnamon bears 
in Alaska. On one occasion, while engaged 
in the slaughter of walruses on Hall Island, 
a hunter, while in the act of 
reloading his gun, startled by a rustle on the 
beach, looked around and to his dismay beheld 
an enormous white bear seated within twenty 
feet of the spot he occupied. Dropping his 
gun, he started on a run, and was followed 
hotly by the bear, who gained on him at 
every leap. Acomrade, perceiving his danger, 
cirected his aim at the ferocious beat, and 
was fortunate enough to kill him, but not 
until he was in leaping distance of his intend- 
ed prey. The climate of Benring's Sea is cold 
ond foggy, and daylight during the months of 
June znd July is of about eighteen hours’ 
duration. Very little ice is to be seen there 
inthe summer; the isiands are barren, and 
the whole region unpromising for any other 
than fishing and maritime purposes. Owing 
to the sha!lownes of the water, storms there, 
which are frequent makes a very turbulent 
and dargerous navigation. 


A Disappointed Wedding Party.

The preparations for the wed- 
dipg were on a large scale and the chapel was 
crowded to excess. The ceremony was fixed 
for ten o’clock, and afew minutes after that 
hour the carriages containing the bride and 
bridegreom and guests drove up tothe deor 
ofthe chapel. The officiating minister, the 
Rev. C. Williams, took up his position at the 
altar, and everything appeared ready for the 
ceremony, when it was discovered that by the 
provisions of the act of Parliament the wéd- 
ding could not take place until Friday, the 
required notice not having expired. The on- 
ly alternative for the party to take was to re- 
turn home and come again at the expiration 
ofthe notice.

he Italian tugged and coaxed in vain. 
The bear cavorted, shook up the dust, 
reared his head high in the air, protruded 
his lip and roared. The Italian then got him 
into an open space and hit him a sharp rap 
with the pole. This brought matters to a 
criss, and in a minute man and bear had 
clinched and were waltzing around to the 
mingled consternation and delight of a crowd 
of spectators. Some thought it was a real 
fight.

All are en- 
gaged, even the bad ones. This is not his 
fault, but Nileson’s, who dallied with him un- 
til the last moment. His novelty will be 
‘*Metistofile.’’ It may not excite a furor, 
but it will surely interest. 

As regards Adelina’s departure for Ameri- 
ca. It is easier to predict who will be next 
President. She hesitates, but Nicolini urges 
her on.

Novelties in Paper Making. 
From the Paper World, 


One of the successful novelties into which 
straw paper is worked up is the cork and cor - 
rugated paper, made by a firm over in Brook - 
lyn, near the navy yard. The cork and cor- 
rugated paper consists of straw paper or 
board, on whichis placed granulated cork, 
the cork being fastened to the surface of the 
strawboard by a heavy sizing. Substitute 
cork for sand as you look at sand paper, and 
you will have an idea of the appearance of 
cork paper. The article is corrugated as 
desired. It is used largely as a packing for a 
great variety of bottled merchandise, being 
substituted for straw. 

The manufacturers buy their {straw paper 
in from fifty to seventy-five ton lots. Another 
important use for strawboard has been de- 
veloped in the past few years in the manu- 
facture here of round paper boxes, the pecu- 
liarity of which is that the heads or covers 
are of one piece, instead of consisting of a 
disc and a rim, such as is seen, for instance, 
in the ordinary pill-box cover. The covers 
and bottoms, being of the same form, are 
made by the same machine, and with great 
rapidity and accuracy. The body of the box 
is cut from paper tubes, rolled for the pur- 
pose, of any desired size: the heads and 
bottoms are adjusted, and the box is com- 


plete.

How Bonanza Fair Agreed to Stand 
for Senator in Nevada.

their candidate for the United States Senate. 
He isthe honest miner of the bonanza firm. 
For the last twenty years he has spent half 
his time underground. At all times of the 
day and night he has been wrapped 
up in his pursuit of an honest miner. 
Oft in the chilly night, as every old miner in 
the Comstock knows, while the sportive 
zephyr frisks over the Washoe peaks and the 
Arctic regions of Virginia City stiffen the 
mercury in its tube, Col. Fair is to be seen 
crawling from his blankets to explore the se- 
crets of bis pet bonanzas. His heart was 
wrapped up in thein, and he told the Demo- 
cratic politicians so. He had pursued his 
vocation of honest miner so long and so close- 
ly that he was too innocent for the slippery 
ways of politicians. The honest, persecuted 
miner fledto this city, but the designing 
schemers fellowed him here. The Colonel 
was still reluctant, but was pressed with im- 
portunate ardor, and, finally, vowing he 
would ne’er consent, consented.

Petrification of a Humam Body.

Your correspondent, learning that there 
was an item of general interest at Quincy, 
took the train for that place to-day to inves- 
tigate. Quincy is a little village on the line 
of Logan and Shelby counties. Seeking out 
Dr. W. V. Speece and Mr. William Kellison, 
towhom my informant had directed me, I 
learned that the reports were true, and that 
there was a curiosity right there, at least for 
this part of the world. 

Mr. Keliison’s mother visited him several 
vears ago, coming from Ilinois. Her son, as 
in duty bound, gave a bountiful dinner in 
honor of the event. He says that his mother 
ate very heartily, so much in fact that the 
next day she was taken suddenly ill, and after 
a short illness died. Mr. Kellison, who 
is an intelligent farmer, had his mother bur- 
ied in a *‘ limestone gravelly’? knoll on the 
farm. Five years afterward, on selling the 
farm, he was compelled to remove her re- 
mains, when it was discovered that the body 
hed turned to solid stone, and it took a dozen 
men with ropes and pulleys to drag the re- 
mams from the grave.

When exhumed the petri- 
faction was perfect, and the only part of the 
body lacking is a small portion of the left ala 
of the nose. Some ideaof her weight may be 
conceived when it is stated, and it is a fact, 
that it took two horses and a wagon to remove 
her. The weight ofthe body is now estimated 
by good judges to be at least 1,000 pounds.

THE CAN-CAN INVENTOR. 


Queen Pomare, of Tahiti, and the More 
Famous Pomare of Faris. 
Frem the Parisian. 


The annexation of the Tahitan group of 
islands will probably gift the Parliament of 
France with a native Deputy and Senator. 
Nearly forty years ago Tahiti and its princes- 
ses, clothed simply in crowns of losus flowers, 
used to be a subject for chansonniers and vau- 
devillists. Jealousy they assumed of the 
easy-mannered beauties there was the maia- 
spring of the evangelical Pritchard’s opposi- 
tion to the French naval oflicers who attemp- 
ted to establish an Orleanist protectorate in 
the islands. He had had until they came 
a lotus-eater’s paradise all to himself. The 
bumble pie which the British Government 
forced down Louis Philippe’s throat gave 
rise toa state of feeling that rendered 1848 
possible. Very little was understood by the 
public about Pritchard or his identity; they 
only knew tbat he cumulated at the Court of 
Pomare the functions of ladies’ ductor, Bible 
reader and consul, and that there was a 
humiliating intention in the demands of the 
Cabinet of Queen Victoria which were yielded 
to. To that diplomatic incident and the 
effect produced on the Parisian imagination 
by sketches which Admiral Dupetit-Thouars 
gave of Queen Pomare and her miids of 
bonor the worid owes the can-can. A certain 
grisette, of an African .typeof beauty and 
African taste, adorning herself with bangles 


and tinsel jewelry, whenever she could pro- 


cure no other, was hailed by the students at 
the Closerie des Lilas as Pomare, a name she 
ever went by. To celebrate her coronation 
she invented the can-can and performed it as 
she only could. Pomare became 
at once the town talk. Dramatic 
authors, to prevent rank and fashion flowing 
into these chapnels from the theater, used to 
send box tickets to her and announce in the 
gazettes when she had promised to avail her- 
self of their interested attentions. She also 
introduced the polka at the Chaumiere, 
whence it forced its way into the salons. Bal- 
zac sketched Pomare in one of bis novelettes, 
but made her a circus rider. She was in the 
habit in the midst of her dances of throwing 
off a loose jacket and unfastening, by the re- 
moval of a coral-headed pin, a thick coil of 
black bair, and letting it fallabout her. Victor 
Hugo went to study Pomare at a dancing 
garden. Theophile Gautier left a finished por- 
trait of her. Theodore de Banville retains a 
very distinct recollection of this almee, about 
whom be wrote and Gustav Nadaud sang, in 
counection with the Pritchard affair. The 
events of 1848 turned the tide from her in the 
dancing gardens. Mr. Emile de Girardin in 
vain cried ‘*‘On with the dance“ to the Paris- 
ians, whom he did not like to see crowding in 
the streets and about the National Assembly. 
Pomare was seized with a mortal illness and 
died in a bospital. 


The Florences in London. 
London Cor. Chicago Tribune. 


At thetheaters there is little of novelty or 
interest, except perhaps the Florences at the 
Gaiety, who are turning The Mighty Dol- 
lar“ into the mighty pound in a fashion that 
must be satisfactory to themselves and to the 
manager. I suppose you have already heard 
oftheir goodluck. Raymond was not less a 
failure on the same boards than they are a 
success. From the opening performance, it 
was an up-hill fight for Col. Sellers. He was 
a type of character so thoroughly Western in 
development that the Britishers coula not 
understand him. And the play-goers made 
all manner of sport of the piece 
itself. Nor has The Mighty Dollar’’ gone 
through the fire of London criticism scathe- 
Jess. The same harsh words which were 
spoken in the United States with regard to 
the construction ofthe play have been re- 
echoed by the English critics. But Florence’s 
finished acting and Mrs. Florence’s elaborate 
dresses have kept failure at a safe distance. 
I was present at the first night. A third of 
the audience, I should say, were Americans: 
and their was a liberal sprinkling of such of 
the nobility as were in town. His Grace of 
Beaufort occupied a private box, and, with 
the rest of his ilk, laughed inordinately at the 
vagaries ofthe American Congressman. 

It may perbaps be questionable praise ofa 
dramatic work which is confined to a no- 
tice of the lavish manner in which an actress 
drésses a part. Itis certainly bad when the 
stage is converted into a milliner’s show- 
room. Consideratfons such as these, how- 
ever, do not seem to weigh heavily on the 
mind of Mrs. Florence. | 


Marshall O. Roberts’ Fortune.

Marshall O. Roberts left an estate estima- 
ted at half a dozen millions, and yet those 
who knew him well say that had the rebellion 
not taken place he would have failed. This 
is a very strange statement, and yet it may be 
clearly explained. He was deeply interested 
in California steam navigation, which had 
been in a long decline. Commodore Vander- 
bilt, who foresaw this, bad sold outa few 
years previously, and placed his capital in 
railroads. Roberts was at that time deeply 
embarrassed by speculation, and his 
future was clouded with approaching 
failure, when the war opened the path 
to fortune. His steamships immediately 
were required by the Government at fabulous 

rices, and vessels which had.been mere bur- 

ens on his hands became at once the source 
of an immense income. He got charters for 
all bis eraft at a rate which gave him from 
$1,000 to $3,000 per day, and with this money 
be built other vessels which were also highly 
profitable. He took alarge part of his pay in 
bonds, which also advanced in value, and he 
continued to make money rapidly until death 
terminated his career. Upon the whole, his 
case was one which iliustrates the remarka- 
ble good luck which follows some men, while 
others of equal talent only meet ill success. 
It is am old saying that it is better to be born 
lucky than rich.“ Ido not wish to discuss 
the correctness of this notion, but there are 
many occasions which bring it vividly to mind, 
and one of these is found in the history of 
Marshall O. Roberts.
